Escherichia coli Sa240 is Escherichia coli JM109 harboring pGEM-3Z plasmid vector 
wherein a 6.0Kb sa3AI genomic DNA fragment from Streptomyces aurefaciens (ATCC 10762) 
has been cloned. Escherichia coli Sa240 (Patent Deposit Designation No. PTA-1 579) is known 
and will be readily available to the public once a patent on the invention issues.
